On July 1, 2006, the salary of the Chief Justice and9

the judges of the Supreme Court shall be one hundred twenty-six10

thousand eight hundred forty-six dollars. On July 1, 2007, the11

salary of the Chief Justice and the judges of the Supreme Court12

shall be one hundred thirty-three thousand five hundred five13

dollars and forty-one cents. On July 1, 2008, the salary of the14

The Chief Justice and the judges of the Supreme Court17

shall hold no other public office of profit or trust during their18

terms of office nor accept any public appointment or employment19

under the authority of the government of the United States for20

which they receive compensation for their services.

District No. 11 shall contain the counties of Hooker,25

District No. 12 shall contain the counties of Sioux,2

District 4 shall have twelve county judges. Districts 3,5

5, and 12 and 5 shall have six county judges. District 11 Districts6

11 and 12 shall have five county judges. Districts 2, 6, and 97

shall have four county judges. Districts 1, 7, 8, and 10 shall have8

three county judges.9

Judge of the county court shall include any person10

appointed to the office of county judge or municipal judge prior11

to July 1, 1985, pursuant to Article V, section 21, of the12

Constitution of Nebraska.13

Any person serving as a municipal judge in district 3 or14

4 immediately prior to July 1, 1985, shall be a judge of the county15

court and shall be empowered to hear only those cases as provided16

in section 24-517 which the presiding judge of the county court17

for such district, with the concurrence of the Supreme Court, shall18

direct.19

43-2,119 (1) The number of judges of the separate22

juvenile court in counties which have established a separate23

juvenile court shall be:24

(a) Two judges in counties having seventy-five thousand25

inhabitants but less than two hundred thousand inhabitants;26

(b) Three Four judges in counties having at least two27
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hundred thousand inhabitants but less than four hundred thousand1

inhabitants; and2

(c) Five judges in counties having four hundred thousand3

inhabitants or more.4

(2) The senior judge in point of service as a juvenile5

court judge shall be the presiding judge. The judges shall rotate6

the office of presiding judge every three years unless the judges7

agree to another system.8
